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Claims 31-69 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on December 12, 2007. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "exposure of trimethylgylcine and 
cofactors to laser radiation" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-30 and 70 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Applicant has not 
disclosed how to determine the appropriate "amplitude modulation at a resonance frequency of 
one or more of the acoustic vibration frequencies of trimethylglycine" nor how to determine "one 
or more of the acoustic vibration frequencies of trimethylglycine" 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-30 and 70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The meaning of the terms "amplitude modulation at a resonance frequency of one or 
more of the acoustic vibration frequencies of a compound and "one or more of the acoustic 
vibration frequencies of the compound is unclear, and which is the only disclosed mode of 
exposing compounds to laser radiation, are unclear. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 70 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Strachan. 
Claim 70 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Dunlavy. 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20, 26-30, and 70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Strachan in combination with Messadek ct al. Strachan teaches improving the therapeutic 
effect of compounds by laser treatment thereof. Sassover teaches treating the various disorders 
claimed with trimcthylglycinc and cofactors. It would have been obvious to the artisan or 
ordinary skill to employ therapeutic compounds produced by the method of Strachan in the 
method of Sassover since these compounds would provide improved therapy, as taught by 
Strachan, or to employ the therapeutic compounds of Sassover, in the compound enhancing 
method of Strachen, since Strachen does not limit the beneficial results to any particular 
compounds, thus producing a method such as claimed. 

Claims 21-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Elliott, Jr. 
in combination with Strachan in combination with Messadek et al as applied to claims 1-20, 26- 
30, and 70 above, and further in view of MacDonald et al and Seibert. MacDonald et al teach the 
desirability of treating neurodegenerative disorders with trimethylglycine and cofactors. Seibert 
teaches that neurodegenerative disorders include hostility. Thus it would have been obvious to 
the artisan of ordinary skill to treat hostility with trimethylglycine and cofactors, since this can be 
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the manifestation of a neurodegenerative disorder, as taught by Seibert and since 
neurodegenerative disorders can be treated using trimethylglycine and cofactors, thus producing 
a method such as claimed.
